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Animal  Topical  Collecting 

by  Charles  Hoffacker 

In  order  to  understand  animal  topical  collecting,  one  must 
understand  that  topical  collecting  consists  of  collecting 
coins,  medals,  tokens,  or  any  numismatic  items  that  have  a 
topic  or  a general  type  m common.  Topical  collectors 
have  been  known  to  collect  ships  on  coins,  views  of  towns 
on  coins,  women  on  coins,  and  even  butterflies  on  coins. 
The  possible ■ topic  for  a collection  is  only  limited  by  the 
numismatist’s  imagination  and  (sadly)  his  pocketbook. 
Topical  collecting  is  a good  way  to  develop  an  interest  in 
a more  specialized  area  of  numismatics,  such  as  the  coins 
of  a single  ruler  or  country. 

Topical  collecting  is  not  a totally  new  field.  However, 
previous  to  the  great  numismatic  boom  of  the  1960’s,  topi- 
cal collecting  was  not  generally  referred  to  as  such  but 
was  simply  grouped  with  the  several  other  ways  of  forming 
a collection.  The  1960 ' s brought  considerable  growth  and 
development  to  numismatics  and  so  terms  had  to  be  applied 
to  previously  anonymous  ideas  or  areas. 

Animal  topical  collecting  is,  as  can  be  easily  imagined, 
the  collecting  of  coins  or  other  numismatic  items  that  de- 
pict animals.  (For  the  purposes  of  topical  numismatics, 
"animal"  means  any  living  creature  oesides  humans  and 
plants.)  Animals  are  probably  the  most  common  types  on 
coins  from  throughout  all  ages,  so  there  is  no  want  of 
material  for  the  animal  topical  collector,  in  fact,  the 
collector  may  want  to  narrow  down  his  topical  collecting 
guidelines.  One  could  collect  animal  coins  from  a par- 
ticular period  of  history  or  a certain  geographic  region 
or  coins  of  a certain  size  or  metal.  CYi  the  other  hand,  a 
collector  may  want  to  restrict  his  collection  to  coins  de- 
picting only  one  certain  sort  of  animal.  Eagles  or  horses 
appear  on  numerous  different  coins  and  have  been  popular 
types  for  thousands  of  years,  but  a rarer  animal  may  prove 
to  be  more  of  a challenge.  Perhaps  one  would  wish  to  com- 
bine criteria  and,  let  us  say,  just  collect  German  coins 
depicting  eagles  or  coins  showing  the  lion  of  Venice.  The 
most  important  thing  to  remember  is  that  topical  collecmg 
gives  the  collector  a great  deal  of  latitude  in  choosing 
coins.  The  collector  is  not  tied  down  to  completing  a 
date  and  mintmark  collection;  a good,  representative  col- 
lection can  be  assembled  without  spending  a great  deal  of 
money  for  rare  coins. 

Let  us  take  just  a quick  look  at  the  different  cultures 
whose  coins  are  popular  today  and  see  what  they  have  to 
offer  to  the  animal  topical  collector. 

The  ancient  Greeks  were  unparalleled  for  the  beauty  of 
their  coins;  a great  majority  of  them  portray  animals! 
Horses,  bulls,  eagles,  and  dolphins  are  often  encountered, 
but  "unusual"  animals  such  as  frogs,  turtles,  and  boars 
are  also  to  be  encountered.  Fabulous  animals  are  also 
found  occasionally  on  Greek  coins,  the  Sphinx  being  the 
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most  popular.  The  different  Greek  series  are  beautiful  and 
I would  recommend  them  to  any  collector.  To  the  animal 
topical  collector,  they  have  the  added  advantage  of  pre- 
senting types  with  little  or  nothing  in  the  way  of  legends 
to  detract  from  the  type.  To  the  Greeks,  the  type  was  the 
thing.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  city-states 
continued  to  portray  the  same  animal  on  many  of  their  coirs 
because  the  animal  was  the  city-state's  emblem.  Certain 
major  denominations  of  this  sort  became  accepted  as  stand- 
ards throughout  the  ancient  world  - hence  the  "owl"  of 
Athens  and  the  "colt"  of  Corinth. 

The  Romans  issued  many  coins  depicting  animals,  including 
some  with  numismatically  scarce  species.  The  Republican 
series,  of  course,  abounds  with  bigas  and  quadngas  drawn 
by  horses  of  various  degrees  of  speed  as  well  as  horses 
and  riders,  but  also  includes  the  wolf  and  twins,  bulls, 
lions,  eagles,  phoenixes,  and  the  Pegasus.  Coins  of  the 
empire  offer  even  a greater  variety  of  animals,  with  some 
emperors  issuing  quite  a few  coins  depicting  animals. 

Philip  I (244-249)  during  whose  reign  the  thousandth  an- 
niversary of  the  founding  of  Rome  was  celebrated,  issued 
coins  showing  elephants,  the  emperor  on  a horse,  lions, 
she-wolves,  stags,  antelopes,  eagles,  and  serpents. 
Gallienus'  (253-268)  issues  include  antonimnianii  depict- 
ing centaurs,  griffins,  boars,  goats,  bulls,  and  panthers. 

In  fact,  practically  allthe  emperors  who  issued  a fair 
number  of  types  issued  some  coins  depicting  animals.  Many 
of  the  coins  are  relatively  inexpensive  and  can  be  very 
attractive . 

The  coins  of  the  various  medieval  European  states  include 
many  possibilities  for  the  animal  topical  collector.  The 
silver  pennies,  denars,  or  pfennigs  (the  name  depends  on 
the  place  of  origin)  include  a few  with  animals.  Certain 
of  the  early  Austrian  lords  are  particularly  noteworthyas 
their  coins  depict  a number  of  animals,  including  squirrels, 
dogs,  and  ducks.  These  coins  are  small  and  simple,  but 
attractive . 

A large  number  of  medieval  and  early  modern  coins  show 
animals  used  as  heraldic  devices.  The  eagle  is  the  most 
common  and  was  used  by  a number  of  countries.  As  time 
passed,  the  eagle  was  elaborated  to  the  point  of  obscur- 
ity, as  witnessed  in  the  coats  of  arms  of  imperial  Ger- 
many, Austria,  and  Russia,  depicted  on  their  coins.  How- 
ever, many  animals  used  as  heraldic  devices  were  not  made 
unnatural  and  complicated.  The  stag  of  Stolberg  and  the 
bear  of  Berne  appear  natural  and  easily  identify  coins  of 
their  respective  states.  One  particularly  noteworthy 
series  is  the  coins  of  the  Brunswick  duchies  and  the  king- 
dom of  Hanover.  These  coins  depict  the  heraldic  device  of 
the  horse,  either  facing  right  or  left,  depending  on  what 
branch  of  the  family  issued  the  com.  Such  coins  were 
issued  in  silver  and  base  metals  in  many  denominations 
for  several  hundred  years  and  a number  of  the  larger,  older 
silver  pieces  in  their  own  way  challenge  the  best  works  of 
the  ancient  Greeks  as  excellent  examples  of  the  comer's 
art . 
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The  field  of  oriental  numismatics  offers  little  for  the 
animal  topical  collector  since  many  oriental  coins  are 
either  of  the  cash  variety  or  are  of  Islamic  origin  (the 
Islamic  faith  prohibits  "graven  images",  i.e.,  the  re- 
presentation of  any  living  thing)  or  are  so  covered  with 
necessary  legends  that  there  is  no  room  left  for  any  sort 
of  type.  The  exceptions  to  the  rule  are  usually  quite 
interesting  and  are  worth  the  search.  Many  Indian  coins 
depict  animals,  particularly  bulls,  and  some  of  the  early 
Indian  coins  show  animals  in  a very  interesting  abstract 
style.  Anonymous  copper  coinages  of  Persia  and  Afghani- 
stan issued  during  the  sixteenth  through  nineteenth  cen- 
turies A.D.  very  often  depict  animals,  including  stags 
and  peacocks,  but  i have  only  seen  these  coins  offered 
for  sale  once. 

So  much  for  the  exotic.  R.  S.  Yeoman's  "Catalogue  of 
Modern  World  Coins"  and  "Current  Coins  of  the  World"  lists 
a great  many  animal  topical  coins  that  are  available  at 
reasonable  prices  and  a few  that  are  quite  rare.  Almost 
every  country  included  in  these  books  could  be  represented 
by  a com  depicting  an  animal  in  a collection.  A few  of 
many  modern  animal  topical  coins  are  the  Irish  and  Nor- 
wegian sets;  the  various  American,  German,  Austrian,  and 
Russian  eagles;  the  Chinese  dragons;  and  the  eagle  and 
serpent  of  Mexico.  The  newly-independent  countries  are 
continually  minting  attractive  coins  that  depict  exotic 
animals.  The  Australians  have  done  the  same  thing. 

Such  is  a surface  survey  of  some  of  the  coins  available 
to  the  animal  topical  collector.  1 have  shown  some  of  my 
own  preferences  in  emphasizing  ancient  and  medieval  coins, 
but  again,  this  is  not  to  say  that  there  are  not  more  than 
enough  topical  coins  of  the  animal  sort  available  among 
coins  of  the  modern  era.  l have  merely  attempted  to  show 
that  there  is  a great  deal  of  topical  material  available 
from  every  period  of  coinage  and  that  the  collector  need 
not  restrict  himself  to  any  one  period.  1 sincerely  hope 
that  someone  will  develop  an  interest  in  topical  collect- 
ing as  a result  of  reading  this  article  and  will  be  able  to 
derive  as  much  pleasure  from  it  as  I have.

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THE  MANY  DATE3  UN  JAORA  COPPERS

There  have  been  a number  of  instances  of  bilingual  coins  and 
the  inscriptions  are  usually  in  two  different  scripts.  The 
coins  of  Palestine  from  1027—47  contain  legends  in  three 
different  scripts,  English,  Hebrew,  and  Arabic,  and  the 
Christian  date  is  written  in  both  western  and  Arabic  nurne* — 
als.  The  coins  of  Kutch  and  a number  of  other  Indian  States 
are  bilingual  and  have  dates  in  two  different  calendars  but 
the  coins  of  Jaora,  Y-l  and  Y-2,  have  the  distinction  of  be- 
ing trilingual  with  legends  in  English,  Hindi,  and  Persian 
and  also  tri— dated  with  the  years  of  issue  being  given  in 
the  Christain  (All),  Hamvat  (HE),  and  Hegira  (Ari)  eras. 

The  English  legend  with  All  date  incloses  a Persian  legend  in 
the  center.  On  the  other  face,  the  Hindi  legend  with  the  HE 
date  incloses  the  remainder  of  the  Persian  legend  with  the 
All  date.  Thus  the  Al)  date  is  on  one  side  while  the  HE  and 
AH  dates  are  on  the  other. 


The  Samvat  year  in  Jaora  commenced  at  the  first  full  moon 
after  the  vernal  equinox  which  equates  to  a period  Mar/Apr. 
of  our  calendar.  The  Hegira  year  is  lunar  rather  than  solar 
with  some  ten  to  eleven  days  a year  less  with  the  result 
that  the  Hegira  New  Year  falls  on  varying  days  of  the  Chris4— 
ian  year.  for  the  period  in  question,  1893-96AD,  it  occurred 
in  July  and  then  in  June.  It  can  be  seen  that  for  the  short 
span  of  four  years  of  mintage,  there  is  possible  a large 
number  of  consistent  date  combinations.

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THE  AYUDHAYA  F LOWER

Recent  examples  of  a lead-tin  coin  have  appeared  in  the 
United  States  from  Thailand.  Since  they  are  not  listed 
in  any  of  the  available  English-language  books  about  Thai 
coins  there  has  been  a lot  of  speculation  concerning 
their  origin  and  use. 

During  the  three  years  i was  stationed  in  Thailand  I cane 
across  many  of  these  so-called  coins  and  have  several  in 
my  collection.  The  Thai  name  for  them  translates  into 
"Ayudhaya  Flower"  (Thai  words  are  pronounced  syllable  by 
syllable,  therefore  it  is  Ah-you-dee-yah. ) . 


A large  number  of  them  have  been  excavated  from  the  ruins 
of  the  ancient  Siamese  capital  city  of  Ayudhaya.  Specimens 
are  on  display  m the  branch  of  the  National  Museum  at 
Ayudhaya  and  a "tree"  of  coins  cast  from  a mold  can  be 
seen  in  the  National  Museum  at  Bangkok.  Probably  the  coins 
and  the  mold  were  found  during  the  extensive  excavations 
made  during  the  late  1950’s  by  the  Fine  Arts  Department  at 
Ayudhaya . 

Frequently  found  in  the  tourist  shops  of  Bangkok  are  newly 
made  replicas  of  these  coins,  which  do  not  have  the  whitish 
corrosion  found  on  original  coins.  Sometimes  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  duplicate  even  this.  Usually  the  replicas 
are  inexpensive. 

I have  not  been  able  to  determine  whether  Ayudhaya  Flowers 
were  ever  used  as  official  coinage.  Since  all  early  of- 
ficial Siamese  coins  are  of  gold  or  silver  valued  by  weight 
it  seem  unlikely  that  they  were  made  by  the  government. 

In  my  opinion  I believe  they  are  early  gambling  tokens  used 
during  the  last  century  of  the  Ayudhayan  Era  (which  ended  in 
1767)  and  represented  a value  in  much  the  same  manner  as  we 
now  use  poker  chips.  They  may  have  seen  use  in  local  shops 
and  used  in  place  of  cowrie  shells  for  small  transactions. 
Then  later  they  would  be  redeemed  by  the  local  gambling 
concessio

THE  PERSIAN  VERSION  - REVISITED

NI  member  Ed  Ackerman  of  Beatrice,  Nebraska  has  questioned 
me  on  the  Type  II  Ahmed  Shahi.  Ed  is  correct;  the  obverse 
has  no  crown.  When  I wrote  the  article  I hadn't  seen  a 
specimen  but  now  have  one  dated  1332  and  there  is  no  crown 
on  the  obverse. 

The  description  given  in  the  Farsi  catalogue  was  for  the 
series  including  one  each  of  a shahi,  quarter  qiran,  half 
qiran  and  two  qiran.  Obviously  that  doesn’t  fit  the  shahi. 
I now  believe  that  this  coin  only  occurs  with  date  1332 
and  is  a mule  with  the  obverse  of  Type  III  and  the  reverse 
of  T ype  IV . 

As  a matter  of  simplification,  classification  of  Type  II 
and  Type  V as  mules  leaves  just  three  major  types.  In 
order  of  issue  these  are:

MCRE  OM  RAJKOT  Y1 
by  R.  L.  Sweeny 

A letter  received  from  Shri  Soli  R.  Icewalla  (NI  1570) 
fully  explains  the  circumstances  surrounding  Rajkot  Y1 
— not  only  the  restrike  in  silver,  but  the  original 
gold  Mohur  (?)  as  well.  (See  NI  Bulletin,  September  1971, 
page  21) 

Shri  Icewalla  writes  --  "First  of  all,  Rajkot  Y1  in  gold 
is  not  a coin.  It  is  a token  issued  by  the  King  Dharmen- 
dra  Singhji  in  1945,  when  few  gold  tokens  were  given  to  the 
courtyards  as  a gift.  In  1947  India  was  declared  an  inde- 
pendent country.  At  that  time,  few  private  party’s  bought 
these  dies  and  restruck  the  gold  token  and  also  issued  in 
silver.  Now  as  the  die  is  worn  out  and  due  to  the  demand 
for  the  token  of  silver,  fakes  have  come  in  market.  If 
you  are  having  the  original  token  of  silver,  it  is  very 
easy  to  detect  the  fake  one.  The  fake  coin  differs  in 
weight,  size  and  thickness  and  also  in  the  content  of  sil- 
ver." 

Cft  the  basis  of  Shri  Icewalla’s  information,  Rajkot  Y1 
should  be  delisted  by  Yeoman  and  take  its  place  as  a medal. 
Then  the  silver  restrikes  and  the  fake  restrikes  would  find 
their  own  place  — outside  of  coin  collecting. 


NUMISMATIC  NEWS  FROM  HUNGARY 

Announcement  No.  37/1971  dated  May  20,  1971  m the  MAGYaR 
K0ZL&NY,  the  official  Gazette  of  the  Hungarian  people's 
Republic,  stated  that  a new  pure  nickel  5 Forint  coin  will 
be  put  into  circulation  on  August  2,  1971.  Description  of 
the  coin  is  as  follows: 

Obverse:  in  a round  frame  visible  the  State  arms  of  the 

Hungarian  People’s  Republic  on  both  sides  stylized  bound 
wreath  of  wheat,  below  Bk  mmtmark  and  the  denomination 
of  5 FuRINT. 

Reverse:  in  a frame  as  the  obverse  is  the  legend  MAGYAR. 

NEFKlZTaRSASaG  within  the  portrait  of  Lajos  Kossuth  to 
right  with  his  name  KGS.  UTH. 

The  coin  is  minted  from  pure  nickel  with  diameter  of  24.3 
mm  and  weight  of  5.73  grams.  The  edge  is  milled  with  96 
millings. 

The  previous  5 Forint  com  minted  from  alpacka  (German 
silver)  will  be  withdrawn  from  circulation  on  June  30,  lc72 . 
After  that  date  they  can  only  ;.e  exchanged  at  the  Hungarian

Hans  M.  F.  Schulman,  International  Numismatist,  born  in 
Amsterdam,  Holland  Hay  13,  1913,  is  descended  from  a long 
line  of  numismatists.  He  studied  at  the  University  of 
Amsterdam  and  the  Sorbonne  University  in  Paris.  He  was 
purchasing  agent  for  ex-king  Farouk  and  visited  Egypt  many 
times.  At  the  time  of  Farouk' s abdication  he  owed  Schulman 
100,000  pounds,  a debt  that  the  Egyptian  government  paid 
off  in  full. 

The  Schulman  offices  in  the  United  States  were  first  open- 
ed in  1939.  Today  he  has  20,000  clients  in  sixty  countries. 
The  family's  numismatic  tradition  was  transplanted  from 
Holland  and  he  reconstructed  a business  started  by  his 
grandfather  in  Amsterdam  in  I860  after  it  was  shattered 
by  the  Nazis  in  World  War  II. 

Among  his  greatest  assets  is  a family  reputation  for  im- 
peccable integrity  and  scholarship  in  the  field  of  numis- 
matics. He  is  a member  of  the  world's  leading  numismatic 
organizations,  having  founded  some  of  them  and  having  served 
as  an  officer  in  many  of  them.  He  was  appointed  to  the  U.S. 
Assay  Commission  by  President  Truman  in  1951,  the  first  time 
a professional  coin  dealer  had  received  this  honor,  and 
organized  the  exhibit  of  the  Treasury  at  the  First  Inter- 
national Numismatic  Exhibition  in  Madrid,  Spain  that  same 
year.  He  is  widely  published  as  a numismatic  author  and 
currently  is  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Schulman 
Coin  and  Hint  Company. 

His  cousin,  Jacques  Schulman,  has  continued  the  family 
business  in  Amsterdam,  currently  conducting  business  at 
Keizer sgracht  448,  Amsterdan-C,  The  Netherlands. 

NI  welcomed  Hans  Schulman  into  the  Nl-fold  in  January  of 
1971.
